Storage of 200,000 more acre 


feet of water behind the Pud- 
dingstone dam, which will 
create the magnificent body of 
water known as San Dimas 
lake, will be made possible 
through signing of a contract 


flast week between the county 
and city of L'os Angeles, it was 
stated by Supervisor P. F. Cogs- 
well.

In the terms of the agreement, 


the city will spend $150,000 to thick- 
en the base of .the dam up to its 
present height, to make possible the 
addition of 25 feet at a'later time. 
Present 'capacity is 20,000 acre feet, 
and the extra height will allow stor- 
age of 40,000 acre feet of water. . 


Of the original cost of :the dam 


the city paya two-thirds, Supervisor 
Cogswell said, and the increased in- 
vestment will allow storage of water 
from the Colorado, river, needed for 
future growth of Los Angeles.

for several months before final agree- 
ment was reached, Supervisor Gogs-

well said. Conditions specified give 
control of all water up to 30,000 acre 
feet to the flood control system, and 
all water at all times above that 
capacity will be the exclusive prop- 
erty of the city for its domestic pur- 
poses. 


Payment of the $150,000 by_ the 


city for thickening the . base is in 
addition to the two-thirds of the or- 
iginal cost of the wall, Cogswell de- 
clared, and city funds alone must 
pay for the addition to the height. 
No rental will be charged for stored 
water brought from the Colorado. 


By agreement the dam's capacity 


for county water is increased 10,000 
acre feet .at no additional cost, Los 
Angeles city having'exclusive right 
to only half pf the added volume, 
possible through increased height. 


Actual work began on the dam. 


last week. Over forty horses were 
brought from various places to the 
canyonj and. over .150 men engaged 
to start the work where it left off 
last fall.

If you do. you 'd better see an elienist about your men- 


tal condition. As a matter of fact, every time you "run 
down" your town you are hurting your own business and 
detracting from the value of your property. Even though 
you may have no pride in your community, you ought to 
have sense enough not to injure your own interests. 


Every business concern, in addition to a stock of goods 


and plant, has intangible assets of the greatest value. Among 
the assets is its good name, its reputation for square deal- 
ing. When you hurt the good name of such a concern, you 
injure it more than you would if you should burn down 
its plant. 


Besides its business and industrial institutions, its 


homes, schools and all other kinds of property, every town 
has intangible assets which must be protected. When you 
talk down your town, you are injuring its good name and 
thereby giving it a blow of the most serious kind.

"Replace Waste With Thrift," and "Be Sure There Is a Re- 
turn Address on Your Mail," O'Callaghan blazed away at 
the forces of habit and tradition. His effort was spent to- 
ward educating the public to accuracy and early mailing. 
This reacted in his own office in a $60,000 saving in help. 
He appealed to the public to co-operate, stirring the desire 
of people and organizations to help a great national service 
give greater service. 


Instead of going to Washington for more financial help 


during the great postal rushes, O'Callaghan built up a force 
in his own office which, aided by promptness and accuracy 
from the outside, handled such storms easily.
